LOSS OF THE 88,  YESSO.”

‘A Marine Court of Enquiry was held at 
the Harbour Master's Office this afternoon, 
to investigate into the circumstances attend~ 
ing the Jose of the British steamer Yesso, 
official No. 48,343, whicl was lost on tho 
‘White Doge rocks'on the 17th. 
.-» The Court comprised :;—Hon, C, May (Chief 
Police Magistrate) president ; J. P. Moliuen, 
Exgq,, Acting Harbour Mastor; Robert Thom- 
son, Esq., Master British steamer Radnor- 
shire; H. By Gibb, Esq., Unofficial Justice 
of the Peace; and Captain MoMurdo, Govern- 


. ment Marine Surveyor. 


Captain Samuel Ashton, sworn, deposed:— 
I was. the, master of the late steamer Yesso. 
L hove been at sea 24 years, and on this 
coast-since 1857, and have held a master’s 
certificate since 1864. I first commanded 
in 1866, and have been continuously in com- 
“mand of a steamer since that time, with tho 
exception of 2 years, The Yeaso lett this 
about 10 a.m. of Friday, the 14th instant, 
for Swatow, Amoy, and -Foochow.. The 
ship's company consisted of 63 persons, 
including myself. “We had about 200 pas- 
eengers, 26 boxes of specie, valued at 
$100,000, about 200 cheats of opium, 
50 tons of lead, and a general cargo, We 
anchored at Hope Bay on the night of the 
15th, got ‘under way again at daylight, and 
got into Swatow about 8am. On Monday 
‘wo discharged about 300 tons of cargo and 
apumber of the passengers, Loft Swatow 
about dark the same evening (17th). At 
6.10 p.m, I-took the ehip out of the river. 


_ ‘We had about 90 Chinese and one European 


passenger (Mr Shep ard), The wind was 
about N. E. by E, We oleared the land at 
about 4 past’7. The wind was light and 
sea smooth.. ‘The night was dark and in- 
clined to be foggy, with a falling barometer. 
J did not deem it prudent to shape a

I thought 
it was @ portion of the island, and I gave the 
order ‘‘hard aport,” but before the helm was 
altered the vessel struck. The night was 
very dark, but the light showed up brilliantly. 
The bearings of the light altered very 
rapidly after I brought it on the port bow. 
The log was hove overy 2 hours. She was 
going 84 knoté at 8 o'clock, and at 10 o’clock 
6 knots. There was,2 man in the chains 
from ten o’olock until she struck. There was 
a man on the look-out forward. Two or 
three minutes after passing the red light 
whjch ehews over tho Boat Rocks, the. 
vessel struck, her head “at the timo 
being about E. 1 signalled to atop tho 
engines, 1 did not give the order to go 
astern, becapeo I thought there was danger 
water. I 
also know she had no water-tight compart-. 
ments.- I gave orders to clear away the 
boats, but not to lower them, . I also ordered 
to sound the ship, and to sound round the ship. 
At first. there was no water reported in the 
ship, ‘The men sounding réund the shi 
found 6 fathoms abreast the paddle wheel, 


‘both sides, and 6 fathoms over the astern. 


The rocks under the bow were scarcely visi- 
blo at the time she struck. I ‘called my 
Chief Officer and the Chief Engineer up, and 
‘conferred with them as to the advisability 
of attempting to back offon the rocks. The 
fesult of our conference was that we held 
it unadvisable then, About ten or fifteen 
iinutes after this, the Chief Engineer 
reported to me that the vessel was making 
water. 1 ordered the after bilge pump to 
be used, it the samo time the boats’ to be 
lowered, pened aft and provisioned. By 
the time this was done the ship was making 
water rapidly. I ordered ‘the passengers, 
or ag many of them os could safely go, to get 
into the whip’s boat. ‘This was done quite 
orderly ; each boat was hauléd up to the 
starboard ladder, and they went into the 
boats there. I told them to drop astern, and 
gave them strict ‘orders that they were to 
hang on.to the ship till daylight, There 
were four boata; they wore in. charge re- 
spootively of the Chief,.Second, and Third 
Officers, and the Boatswain. J do not know 
how many people were in the boats; The 
were loaded with dus regard to safety. A. 
the rest of the people on board I ordered 
forward, When 1 found she was mak- 
ing water rapidly I ordered the engines to 
be turned ahead slow, and also put out an 
anchor fromthe bow. My great fear was 
sho would slip off the rooks. ‘The engines 
were kept moving until the water put out 
the fires, when we eased off steam, While 
the passengers were being put off into the 
boats I~bad blue lights end rocket fired, in 
hopes of attracting any passing vessels or 
fishing boats, In about an hour from strik- 
ing, the plip wus.at ao angle of 46 dogreos, 
the after part of. her being under, water, 
The water was up to tho engino room door, or 
forward sponsons. At the time of striking, 
the sea was‘smooth ; the wind and sea in- 
creased towards. daylight, At daybreak the 
chief mate, who wag alongside, by the star- 
board paddlo. box, reported to mo that the 
other three boate had disappeared, I knew 
at midnight that the second mate’s boat had 
drifted away from the ship. Shortly after 
daylight the ship commenced “to. break up 
rapidly. At daylight we saw rocks that 
knew, and judged our position. I. sent the 
remaining boat away to land the passengers 
on a large rook which was seen above water, 
a quarter of a mile to windward of us. 
They did that, and came back to the ship, 
and took another lot off. There was also a 
native fishing boat which came off to our 
assistance. ‘Che sbip’s boat, after making 
two trips, did not return; and I was then 
left with 16 other people on board, . By 
this time the water had risen, and it waa 
blowing a Heavy: gale, We remained for-: 
ward until the ship broke to pieces, when 
we took to the port paddle. box, and when 
that was washed away we managed to gat 
onto tho walking beam. During this time, 
in endeavouring to get from the forward 
art of the deck. to the paddle box, a small: 
joys Bome seven years of age was washed 
overboard, and drowned. ‘he father, or 
person in charge of this boy, was one of 
the passengers who. remained on board, 
It was impossible to do anything to 
save the boy. When the fishing boat 
which eventually rescued us, came to- 
wards the ship about noon, she did not 
attempt to como alongside of us; she 
anchored about 300 yards from the ship, 
About half-past two in the afternoon, when 
the water had fallen, shé made a successful

Officer's boat, About 8 o'clock 6 Jarga

I tuld the Foochow men 
to obsy the Captaiu’s orders, whiob all did, 
The boats were then get ready and shortly 
after, an the ship began to settle down, 
most of the passengers wore put into them. 
Some of us remaincd by the ship's side 
all night, The light appeared much closer 
when we struck than we found it sotu- 
ally ¢» be when daylight came, It appeared 
to mo about a mile off, At night it 
was so extremely dark that we could not 
ace tlie rocks from the bows of’ the eel 
except throu,h the flashes of lightning.

Tho life-bont afterwards broke 
adrift and went out to sea, The fishing 
boats were deck-hoats of considerable size ; 
they would carry say 15 people without the 
grew; more than that number were brought. 
L did not see the boy drowned: that was 
after I left. There were|two' Engineers 
(Buropeans) on board with Captain Ashton, 
and a number of Chinese, when 1 left, 
All the Captain’s oxdera were carried out 
promptly,and in an orderly manger. Every- 
thing that could be done was done to save 
passengers and crew. The boats were 
ordered to lie alongside till morning, but 
in the morning only one was left. The 
night was piteh dark, Considering the 
short distance between Swatow and the 
Island, and that tho light. was in sight 
neatly all the time, I do not consider that 
there wes any particular risk in Captain’ 
Ashton adopting the course he did,

By Capt, Ashtoni—I was on deck soon 
after the ship struck, and heard you con- 
ferring with the Ohief Mate and Obie 
Engineer as to the advisability of attempt- 
ing to back the sbip off.

My custom, running 
between Swatow and Amoy, has boon, at 
nights, in ordinary clear weather, to take the 
passage thfdugh Namoa Strate, In rainy 
‘dark weather, when it, is difficult to make 
‘out the land, [ ase the channel between the 
Lammock Island, and the White Rocka, 
where we have had | ghts for the last four 
yoars, The lights are’ so powerful that 
they are liable to mislead you. You may bo 
quite near them or a good diatance off ; and 
great caution is undoubtedly required, 
Were I in the least doubtful I should reduce 
speed.. Runniug for tho light onan E, 
$ N. bearing-and not being certain of 
my. distance I should ense the engines. 
I have. done so ovce, I have passed 
through tho channel five times at night 
since the light was established. ‘The cha- 
racter of the deception is that one imagines 
himself nearer to, the light than he really 
is, - It is very deceptive at a distance of 
a mile, or a‘mile and a half. You steer 
straight for the light until you edge away 
for the ohannel ; and I should be sure I 
was near the Island before bearing off.. In 
thick rainy dark weather, when the lights 
are visible, [ should use this channel in 
preference to all the others.
